The only law, out- 
side of the limit period for hunting, 
on the statute books of Ken- 
tucky is the non-resident law. 
Phis is a copy of the ludiana law, 
ami requires every citizen of anoth- 
state who hunts in Kentucky to 
pty'a license of $25.50 or become 
ubject to a fine for every offense. 
Similar laws exist at present in 
most of the states of the country.
